As the house of representatives ad-

G-cent gasoline tax. 

In the Statesbero speech the Geor- 
gia congressman pointed out “many 
reasons why the bond issue plan of 
financing is to be preferred in Geor- 
gia at this time as compared to the 
current revenue plan. The chief rea- 
son he cited is because the bond is- 
sue plan will bring quicker results. 

Confidence ‘xpressed. 

Representatives Hamilton MeWhor- 
ter, Linton Johnson, of Franklin, and 
E. B. Dykes, of Dooly, expressed 
much confidence ip the’ability of the 
bond issue forces to bring the bond 
bills to a favorable position in the 
house.

Berlin, July 19.—(4)—A Moscow 


report reaching here by way of Koyne, 
Lithuania, 


declares that the soviet 
government is determined to reject 
any attempt by the League of Nations 
to mediate its dispute with China. 

It was said that the situation grow- 
ing out of the seizure of the Chinese 
Eastern railway in Manchuria must 
be settled without intervention by a 
third. party. 

The’ German press today published 
a Peping dispatch stating that the 
government of Outer Mongolia had 
announced it would support the soviet 
government and that it had taken pre- 
cautionary measures to secure the 
Mongolian frontier against Chinese 
invasion. 

A Telegraphen Union dispatch from 
Kovno tonight said a: special meeting 
was held in Moscow by the war and 
revyolutién council, including chiefs of 
the red army general staff and the 
commander of the Leningrad military 
district.

The Wickersham letter to the 
conference of governors in which 
he states the need for a reformation 
of the policy of prohibition en- 
forcement is of those things 
which “casts its shadow before.”

ARE REPORTED.

| All of the reports of fighting given 
‘ent by Chinese sources charged that 
| Russian troops had invaded Chinese 
territory.

| were reported. Chinese also were re- 
ported placing mines in the channel 
because soviet warships were ap- 
proaching Sanfen-Ho, south of Vo- 
granitchaya. 

Attack Is Reported. 
| Chinese officials at Harbin § an- 
nounced that soviet troops had attack- 
led Chinese and white Russian (ezar- 
ist) border forces near Pogranitchaya 
| at 10 a.m. Field guns were used in 
| the engagements and there was some 
‘cavalry action, it was asserted, before 
i both sides withdrew. Pograni#tchaya is 
on the eastern border of Manchuria, 
situated on the Eastern railway. The 
Chinese have destroyed the railroad 
tunnels at the border near Pogranit- 
chaya.

| ‘Seoul, Korea.—No more striking il- 
‘lustration of the thoroughness with 
|which Japan tackles a job could be 
;found than in_ the metamorphosis, 
which is now taking phice in Korea. 
. Prior to 1910 the nation of Korea 
i had for centuries been under the threat 
‘or the actual domination alternately 
of China and Russia, with only short 
{periods of peaceful home rule. Then 
‘in that year with another Korean 
,dynasty tottering to its fall, ap- 
(proaches were made to Japan which 
iresulted in annexation, with the full 
japproval of the governments of both 
countries, ‘ 

The Korean is a man of striking 
i stature, capable of the highest men- 
‘tal development, but as a result of 
‘the uneertain conditions which had 
obtained for generations, the nation 
'when it was taken over by Japan 
was poverty-stricken and backward. 
| There were no railroads in the en- 
{tire nation, no automobiles, no irri- 
gation of the farm lands, which is 
}so imperative in the far east, the 
|roads were mere paths across barren 
; mountains, the cities were squalid and 
the publie buildings, such as there 
were, entirely inadequate and anti- 
quated. 

Now what a change. Seoul, the 
capital, is entirely rebuilt’ on occi- 
dental lines, with broad boulevards, 
fine schools and a capitol building 
which would have cost at least five 
million dollars to erect in the United 
States. 

As the tourist rides from Fusan., 
the country’s main port, to Seoul. he 
.gazes through the plate glass windows 
of an all-Pullman train to see a land 
of abundant crops. watered from the 
irrigation ditches that criss-cross the 
valleys. Good roads traverse the land- 
scape while the bare mountain slopes 
in a few years will be covered with 
trees, as a result of the intense re- 
forestation work which has been done 
by the Japanese government. 

In 19 years Japan bas bridged the 
gap of centuries which stood between 
the Korea of 1910 and a modern na- 
tion. 

A concrete statement of some of the 
changes which have been wrought by 
the Japanese -in Korea during these 
years appeared in one of tke Seoul 
papers on the day of the arrival of 
the party of American journalists 
brought to the far east under the 
auspices of the Carnegie Endow-nent 
for International Pence. In its wel- 
coming editorial the Seoul Press said 
in part: 

“Since the annexation remarkable 
changes have taken place in the po- 
litical, social, economic and industrial 
life of Korea. ‘To render these im- 


provements possible the Japanese 
treasury has defrayed the enormous, 
sum of $2,000,000,000, exclusive of 
the money spent on the maintenance 
of the garrison and the imperial gifts 
specially granted to Korea. During 
the interval, the Korean population of 
13.128,780 in 1910, increased to 138.- 
615,033 at the end of 1926, while 
trade with the homeland and foreign 
countries increased to $600,000,000 in 
1926 from $10,000,000 in 1910. Un- 
der the present regime strenuous et- 
forts have been put forth for the 
spread of fuller education. One com- 
mon school has been established in 
nearly every village in the country, 
and we believe that Korea stands 
next to none in the efforts put forth 
for the elimination of illiterates. Re- 
garding the means of communication, 
it suffices to say that the present 
total of 2,061. miles of railway has 
been all but entirely built under the 
protectorate and the present regime.” 

Thus has Korea moved forward un- 
der Japanese rule and thus has 
been demonstrated again the indefat- 
igable will of the Japanese ty improve 
and make better and more modern 
everything with which they as a peo- 
ple come in contact. 

This bringing of Korea out of the 
darkness of chaos has not been with- 
out its problems and Japan has had 
to use the iron hand in many in- 
stances. The feeling amongst the 
Koreans is that Japan wants Korea, 
not Koreans, and that to that end 
every effort is being made to extin- 
guish them as a race. It is true 
that the Koreans have practically ne 
say in the-conduct of the government 
of their country: that the Japanese 
language is used exclusively in. the 
schools and that the male members 
of their former royal family are be- 
ing married to Japanese women—that 
Japan is in reality Japanizing Korea, 
but it is also true that from a na- 
tion which was for- centuries impov- 
erished as a result of being buffeted 
about by stronger countries, it now 
has permanent peace and a future 
bright with progress and prosperity. 

The educated Korean is a man of 
great gentility and charm and of pe- 
euliar love of his country and its 
traditions, and the iron of bitter- 
ness over the loss of the autonomy 
of his country has entered deep into 
his soul. 

It is not hard to predict, however, 
that as time goes hy and the poverty 
and suffering of Korea decrease un- 
der the genius of Japanese guidance, 
there will .come to the Koreans the 
realization ‘that while they have lost 
much, perhaps, there have gained fzr 


more,

The five were held under 
bond on charges of possessing and 
fransporting liquor. 

The aged woman, Mrs. Ella Long, 
has heen in court before, according 
to officials. In 1927 she was indicted 
ihree times. Two of the indictments, 
however, were dismissed in circuit 
court and she paid a $50 fine on the 
third, which eharged possession. The 
other indictments charged sale and 
manufactnre. 

Long's daughter and two sons 
and the wife of one were the others 
arrested. 

Meanwhile S. M. Gurley, deputy 
prohibition administrator for western 
Arkansas. who announced at Texar- 
kana yesterday that the arrest of 14 
women there was only the beginning 
of the campaign to end women boot- 
legging, left with his squad of raiders 
for an unannonneed destination.

Narcotic Sh ipments 
Are Closely Checked

Washington, July 11.—(#)—Assign- 
ment of six new inspectors to foreign 
ports to aid in checking narcotic ship- 
ments to » Inited States was an- 
nounced today by the customs burean. 

Five of the new agents, it was said, 
will be assigned to European duties 
and one to Shanghai. This follows ac- 
tion of the bureau in recently trans- 
ferring an inspector from Manila and 
several native helpers to Shanghai. 

The action of the bureau, it is 
claimed, would increase the effective- 
ness of the foreign forces in furnish- 
ing information as to proposed at- 
tempts to smugglers to bring narcotics 
into the United States. One of the 
favorite methods, the bureau said, was 
for emueggiers to ship consignments of 
narcotics trom one foreign country to 
another through the United States and 
replace the drugs by other merchan- 
cise while the were e@n route 
threuch this country. 

The effectiveness of the foreign 
forces, it was eal, recently was 
shown when Mrs. Ying Kao. wife of 
the Chinese vice consul in San Fran- 
cisco returned from abroad. Agents 
in China had reported that she had 
nearly 3,000 tins of opium in her bag-
